United Press. 
Frau Von Hindenburg, who is a sis­ 
ter-in-law and confident of the Field 
Marshall, 
is a

Muenster, and was familiar with the 
intrigues and intriguers of 
European 
diplomatic circles. 
Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg be­ 
lieves the German arm y was never de­ 
feated militarily, but was stabbed in 
the back by tho revolution, according 
to his sister-in-law. 
“The M arshal’s greatest failure was 
his source of information,” she said.

Berlin, March 23 
The new Hungarian soviet 
republic has formed an alliance w ith the Russian 
Bolshevik! and declared war on the entente Bud­ 
apest dispatches announced today. 
Bolshevik forces w ere reported to be moving 
into Hungary to aid the new government against 
French and other allied troops, w hick are scatter­ 
ed throughout the country. 
The action ot the Karolyi ministry in resign­ 
ing and turning the country over to the commun­ 
ists was said to have resulted from dissatisfaction 
at allied occupation and proposed adjustment of 
the Hungarian frontiers b> the peace council. 
The soviet cabinet is made up as follows:

SEVENTEEN YEAR 
LOCUSTS 
ARE 
DUE THIS YEAR 


The plague of the 
cicada is com ­ 
ing. if. is duo tills year. 
Scientists 
who predict such things are on tip­ 
toe of anticipation. 
Instinct with in­ 
terest. they await the rare recurrence 
of a dread event 
The day of trouble 
which they foretell with perfect trust 
in past performances will soon 
be 
here, 
In early spring millions upon 
mil­ 
lions of these 
abhorrent, forgotten 
pests long buried in the ground 
will 
burst their cerements most, seriously 
to shake the 
farmer’s 
dispositions 
and the eardrums of all others in cer­ 
tain 
selected 
States 
and 
sections. 
New York shall not altogether escape 
them. 
Wholly or in part New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, North 
Caro 
lins, Georgia, Kentucky. Ohio, Michi­ 
gan. Illinois, Texas and Albama shall 
be 
m o r e or less covered 
by 
their 
hordes. 
Toe rest 
of 
the 
country 
seems to b e immune, although 
there 
will he more 
thah 
enough 
to 
go 
around. 
Is this the seventeen year 
locust? 
It is and it isn’t. 
Most people 
will 
call it that, but not those who know 
bugs. 
They say that there is no such 
thing; that the cicada which 
conies 
every seventeen years is not a locus! 
[al all. 
A scourge of locusts is spoken 
of in the Bible, but it could not have 
referred to the cicada because* it hits 
never been found in Egypt 
or 
any­ 
where in Europe. 
The Bible 
insect 
was probably the only locust known 
to science, the far more 
destructive 
grasshopper 
of 
both 
hemispheres. 
The confusion of terms was 
natural. 
It began in I GBO when to early Amer­ 
ican farmers 
the sudden 
bursting 
forth of im mense swarms 
of 
the 
cicada recalled the similar comings of 
the real devastators of the crops 
of 
the OldWorld with which they 
were 
familiar. 
It is the trees, not the crops, 
that the cicada destroys. 
There are wonders as puzzling and 
mysteries as profound encountered in 
the study of th** material world 
as 
are met with by astronomers in their 
observation of the heavens. 
The com ­ 
ing of the cicada is one of Them. The 
time may be announced with the ac­ 
curacy of an eclipse or other change 
of sun. moon or stars. Such phenom ­ 
ena may be explained; 
the 
cicada 
cannot. 
Ornithologists 
have 
found 
tile routes and timed the flights 
of 
bird migration; its'eause defies them. 
Entomologists tell the story of this 
insect, hut only a little part of it is 
discovery; the greater 
part 
sounds 
like a fairy tale of admitted scientific 
speculation. 
They ask us to imagine 
a tiny grub sealed in a solitary 
cell 
content to live buried deep in 
earth 
for seventeen years without light or 
air just to spend a few hours in 
the 
sunlight among the birds and flowers 
and its own kind. 
The cicada 
has 
been doing this since the world bogan, 
hut no one yet knows why nor how. 
They tell us that fresh born this grub 
falls from branch to ground and sinks 
itself lo the roots of trees 
there to 
grow and fatten until in the appointed 
year it disengages itself, 
works up 
through earth to emerge on the 
tick 
of the clock 
in 
enormous 
numbers 
full fledged for love and family cares. 
The female promptly silts a tender 
branch of tree or shrub and lays her 
countless eags to perpetuate her kind. 
Tho male meanwhile pounds out his 
lullabies, which never have received 
favorable mention. 
They ore 
prob­ 
ably better I haji any othef bug 
that 
could produce from a drum built 
in 
their abdomen unless they 
had 
his 
gpeeinl muscles to beat it. 
The eggs, 
being left to germinate, the ant-like 
larva falls to the ground to repeat the 
peculiar 
subterranean 
process 
pre­ 
scribed for 
this 
insect in a never 
changing cycle. 
The old folks have a 
time of it for a week or two, hut no 
longer 
Nature leaves their bodies on 
the toil of the ground there to shrivel 
into dust for the wind to sport with. 
Iii this short lib* the cicada cannot 
ear the crops; It Is not fitted with the 
right tort of a mouth or stomach to 
eat or digest grain nor van it attack 
lite stems or leaves of anything. 
Yet 
it is a destructive 
pest. ne\ertUeless, 
a veritable plague 
to 
farmer, fruit 
raiser and nurserymen. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars Is their loss on 
every visit. Tile damage comes from 
the slits made in the trees for the lay­ 
ing of the eggs. 
The twigs rot and 
fall off, 
The ruin of whole 
orchards 
r e s u l t s , for the trees wither and 
die.
